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Army Lacks Means to 
Modernize Its Units

TPHE present session of Congress which 

must adjourn on March 4, will have 
consumed less than three months—a short 
period in which to accomplish much of 
importance in a legislative way. Three 
important matters affecting the Army 
will be under consideration. First, its 
size as controlled by the appropriations 
to be made for the fiscal year 1928. 
Second, the continuation of the housing 
program. Third, proposed changes in 
the system of promotion for officers in 
order that a comparatively large num- 
ber of captains and lieutenants may have 
a better opportunity to reach the top 
before being retired. 

Absorption Policy Not Considered. 

Referring to the size of the Army, 
this question must be settled in the an- 
War Department Appropriation 
The budget estimates provide for 
an enlisted force of 115,000 men, in- 
cluding the first of the annual in- 
crements in the enlisted strength of the 
Air Corps. The last War Department 
Appropriation Bill provided for 118,750 
enlisted men of all branches. Subse- 
quent to its passage the Air Corps legis- 
lation was put through providing for an 
increase in the number of enlisted men 
in that corps, the increase amounting 
to 6,200 men in round figures, and to 
be achieved in annual increments ex- 
ing over a five year period. I think

Army Housing Bill 
Offered in Congress 


VW ITH the sanction of the War Depart- 
ment the 


following bill was intro- 
duced in the House of Representatives 
late Dec. 21, by Representative W. F. 
James, authorizing the appropriation of 
funds from the sale of surplus War De- 
partment.-real property and an additional] 
direct appropriation from the Treasury 
of $1,400,000 for instruction at Military 
Posts and for oth r purposes. An identical 
bill was introduced in the Senate by Mr. 
Wadsworth. The text follows: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress-assembled, that there 
is hereby authorized to be appropriated not 
to exceed $3,680,000 from the net proceeds 
derived from the sale of surplus War De- 
partment real property, including the sale 
of surplus buildings, deposited in the 
Treasury, as authorized by the Act ap- 
proved March 12, 1926 (Public Numbered 
45, Sixty-ninth Congress) and there is 
hereby authorized to be appropriated out 
of any money in the Treasury of the United 
States not otherwise appropriated, the sum 
of $1,400,000, the total of said sums to be 
expended for the construction and installa- 
tion at Military Posts of such buildings and 
utilities and appurtenances thereto as, in 
the judgment of the Secretary of War, may 
be necessary, as follows: Schofield Bar- 
racks, hospital, $260)00; Camp Lewis, 
Washington, hospital, $128,000, officers’ 
quarters, $72,000, noncommissioned officers’ 
quarters, $30,000; Camp Devens, Massachu- 
setts, hospital, $300,000; Fort Benning, Ga.,

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Wadsworth Introduces 
Bill on Promotion 


‘ONGRESS, just prior to its adjourn-

ment Dec. made progress in 


studying ‘the Army promotion problem. 
Senator Wadsworth introduced a bill on 
Promotion, which was prepared by the 
War Department at the request of the 
Senate Military Affairs Committee purely 
as an outline or basis upon which to con- 
duct hearings when Congress reconvenes. 
The House Military Subcommittee heard 
the Assistant Secretaries of War. 

The text of the Wadsworth bill follows: 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the United States of 
America in Congress assembled. That ex- 
isting statutory limitations upon the num- 
bers of commissioned officers authorized for 
the various grades in the active list of the 
Regular Army, excepting the Medical De- 
partment, Chaplains, and Professors, are 
repealed, and hereinafter the President 
shall have authority, at his discretion, to 
increase and decrease the number of such 
officers in each of such various grades, sub- 
ject to the limitations hereinafter imposed: 
Provided, That the maximum aggregate 
number of commissioned officers of all 
grades on the active list of the Regular 
Army shall never exceed the number thereof 
from time to time expressly authorized 
by law.

President to Confer 
On Navy’s Program 


[™MEDIATELY on the reopening of 

Congress on January 3, the Naval 
Appropriation Bill will be reported out 
and the whole question of what is to be 
done for maintenance of the Navy in 
1928 and what steps are to be taken in 


-building it up to treaty status will be 


threshed out in Congress. 

The question of authorizing the 10 
cruisers of 10,000 tons each as proposed 
in the House Naval Affairs Committee’s 
bill will loom large in the discussions, 
This authorization not only has the full 
sanction of the President, but, in fact, 
had his unqualified approval at the 
now historic conference with the commit- 
tee members at the White House. On the 


other hand, immediate construction of 
them is unnecessary in his opinion. He 


takes the view that it can be deferred 
until after the completion next year of 
the airplane carriers when it can be 
started without greatly increasing naval 
appropriations. 

ilas Committee Support. 

In this view he apparently has the sup- 
port of a majority of the committee, but 
they, on the other hand, believe that the 
three cruisers authorized in the 1924 pro- 
zram for eight cruisers, should be ape 


propriated for at this session. There 
are indications that this difference of 
opinion will be ironed out. The Presi- 


dent contemplates a series of conferences 
with committee members and House 
leaders during the holiday reeess and 
many of them feel that, if convinced of 
the necessity and wisdom of such action 
at this time, the President will not op- 
pose such an appropriation. 

The sentiment in Congress is strongly 
in favor of initial appropriations for the 
three cruisers, and this will have great 
weight with the President in formulating 
his decision. Congressman Garrett, the 
minority leader in the House, proposes 
not only to head a movement designed to 
force an appropriation for the three 
cruisers, but for the ten incorporated in 
the bill which has received presidential 
approval. Senator Hale, of Maine, has 
issued a statement in which he declares 
his purpose to advocate appropriations 
for the three cruisers. While, so far as 
can be learned, individual wishes will 
guide the House Naval Committee in 
connection with their votes on an appro- 
priation for the three cruisers, that com- 


mittee will be a unit in opposing any aps 
propriation for the ten cruisers. In the 
Senate practically the same _ situation 
exists. 


Dirigible Appropriation. 

With reference to aviation, every ef- 
fort will be made to secure an appropria- 
tion to begin work on at least one of the 
two dirigibles authorized. 

Debate on the ten-cruiser bill will be- 
gin in the House immediately after the 
congressional Yuletide recess. It will be 
marked by vigorous assertions of the 
purpose of America to establish an equal- 
ity upon the seas with the British fleet. 
Members of the Naval Committee make 
no secret of their purpose to call a spade 
a spade and to show how Great Britain, 
Japan, France and Italy have deliber- 
ately scrapped the Washington Treaties 
while the United States has meticulously 
observed both the spirit and the letter. 
It will not be pleasant reading for the 
peoples abroad, but it will make them 
understand that the United States is 
grimly determined to establish equality, 
even if it be necessary to build ten times 
ten cruisers. It is being suggested that

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Verdict in Fall-Doheny Case Exeites Sharp Editorial Comment 





(GENERAL editorial condemnation has been expressed at the verdict resulting from 

the trial of Fall and Doheny for conspiracy to defraud the United States Gov- 
ernment. Many editors maintain the jury’s decision was to be expected, pointing out 
that to establish technically “a reasonable doubt” is a very complex and difficult 
thing. Numerous among them take the attitude that the fault lies with our admin- 
istration of criminal law. However, the majority are seemingly persuaded that the 
American public believes the guilt of these two men despite the cry of a Japanese 
peril and the robing of Doheny in the garments of a patriot, which loomed so large 
in the court sessions during the trial. It is further their view that in the heart of 
every true American exists a feeling of resentment and disgust that a scandal of 
such magnitude should raise its head in the innermost sanctum of our Government. 

Josephus Daniels, former Secretary of the Navy, employs a vitrolic pen in a 
sweeping condemnation of the jury’s verdict in his paper, the Raleigh News and 
Observer (democratic). He insists that “it is the worst thing that has happened to 
free people since Runnymede,” and that if he could express what was in his mind he 
would have to use asbestos. 

“The man in the street’s comment upon the verdict,” he adds, “is that ‘nobody 
expected any other verdict’; in some way or other laws bear heavily upon the humble 
but never reach the rich or powerful.” 


TPHE Galveston Daily News (democratic) says that Fall and Doheny “owe their 
acquittal to the fact that they were tried before a jury susceptible as all juries 
are, to influence outside the law and the evidence.” It continues: 

“It (the jury) had to believe that Doheny accepted the Pear) Harbor contract 
and negotiated the Elk Hills lease from motives of purest patriotism, even though he 
admitted to the Senate investigating committee that he expected to make $100,000,000 
out of it; it had to swallow whole the Japanese war scare story in face of the fact 
that the oil reserves were leased about a year after the signing of the naval arma- 
ment limitation treaty; it had to accept the defense claim that the $100,000 loaned by 
Doheny to Fall in a ‘note’ of doubtful validity—a note which was shown the Senate 
committee with the signature torn off—had no reference to the lease negotiations. 
In fine, the jury had to give the defendants the benefit of every iota of doubt in order 
to conclude that the secret leases by which the Navy’s oil was dissipated for the en- 
richment of private individuals were executed in the interest of the people. The 
verdict disposes of the conspiracy indictments against Mr. Doheny and Mr. Fall. 
But Mr. Doheny’s hope that it will be accepted in spirit by the American people is 
in vain.” 

THE Chicago Tribune (vepublican) observes that the acquittal of Fall and Doheny 

“is not a thing apart. It takes its place as the latest in a series of acquittals and 
disagreements in courts widely scattered through the country, dating back at least to 
the trial of Senator Wheeler of Montana. *” The Tribune gones on: 

“The record suggests that the laws against the abuse of public trust are among 
the most difficult to enforce. The evidence of the prosecution is difficult to obtain and 
difficult to present, and in addition juries show an ability amounting sometimes to 
eagerness to accept the theories of the defense. We may safely conclude that the 
prosecution of men suspected of misconduct in office is never, of itself, going to give 
this country good government, at best it is closing the barndoor after the horse is 
gone.”” 

The Dayton Daily News (independent) remarks: 

“The defense created in behalf of the Cabinet member and the oil magnate could 
hardly be called artful. It was too utterly absurd to appeal to a thinking person. 

“When these men came to the bar of justice the plea was made that they had 


been patriots instead of criminals.” 


que Glens Fall (New York) Star-Post (independent), in an editorial entitled 
“Two Old Prospectors,” observes that confronted with the delivery of the $100,-

Acceptance of Resignation. 

c«. Should the total number of removals 
of commissioned officers from the active 
list by death and the operation of the 
preceding provisions of this section and 
prior enactments during any fiseal year, 
amount to less than 3.9 per cent of the 
authorized aggregate maximum number of 
general officers, colonels and promotion list 
officers, the President, in his discretion is 
authorized to transfer from the active list, 
upon their own applications, officers of any 
grades with 8 years or more of commis- 
sioned service, in such numbers as, when 
added to those removed during such fiscal 
year by death and the operation of the 
preceding provisions of this section and 
prior enactments, shall not exceed such 3.9 
per cent.

dent Harding. The picture of Robison, an underling in the Navy, and Doheny sav- 
ing the Pacific Coast from immediate devastation by the yellow man, while the rest 
of the country stood by blandly ignorant of its timely deliverance, was rather too 
absurd to go down with sensible men; but the case was desperate and the remedy had 
to be heroic.” 

The New York Times (democratic) holds the same opinion as a vast number 

of other editorial writers that the real verdict has been delivered by the American 
public: 
“There is no occasion to rail at the Washington jury which brought in the 
verdict of ‘Not guilty.’” It says “Such a charge is notoriously hard to prove under 
the rules of law. That jury of the whole citizenship has received a deep 
impression which nothing in the course of the trial at Washington, not even the 
verdict of the jury of twelve. men, can weaken, much less obliterate. The belief of 
the great mass of the people is that a scandalous impropriety, if not a crime tech- 
nically, marked with many circumstances and suspicions of official corruption, actu- 
ally took place. The men concerned must have known what they were about. They 
were no neophytes in business or public life.

TPHE New York World (democratic), in its editorial on the Fall-Doheny trial, cites 

many cases, notably the scandal in the Grant Administration, the Tweed Ring 
and the Lorimer bribery scandal to demonstrate how difficult a matter it is to tech- 
nically prove the guilt of the corruptors of public funds. 

“The trial has contributed just one new element to a fixed public impression; it 
has emphasized the almost incredible folly and recklessness of such naval officers as 
Admiral Robison, a folly which played into the hands of abler men. * * 

“No small part of the great popularity which President Coolidge enjoyed when 
he began his second term lay in the feeling that, after the days of Fall, Forbes and 
the Ohio gang, we had an Administration which was honest. * * * 

“Whether two aged and discredited men went to jail or not was a matter o! 
minor importance; whether the eyes of the Nation were opened and the Governmen: 
recovered its lost property were matters of very considerable importance. On the 
first point no one who has read a Nation-wide press on the outcome in Washington 
need have any doubts.” 


THE Memphis Commercial Appeal (democratic) says in part: 

“If the saving of naval oil stores from drainage by adjoining wells and the trans- 
portation of a considerable part of them to Hawaii and elsewhere were matters of 
such vital concern to our Navy, what shall be said of the head of that Navy who 
transferred the handling of such a grave matter to another department. The highest 
duty of the Navy is the protection of the country and its possessions and that should 
be the chief and highest individual concern of the head of that Navy.” 

The Washington Post contends that the trial was notable for its thoroughness 
and fairness. It continues: 

“The Government has reason to feel proud of the fact that its case was presented 
most thoroughly and faithfully by two of the best equipped members of the Ameri 
can bar. The public has good reason to feel that if any jury could have been con- 
vinced of the guilt of Edward L. Doheny and Albert B. Fall, this jury would have 
been so convinced by Messrs Roberts and Pomerene.” 

The Cleveland Plain Dealer (Republican-Independent), asserts there is no wish 
to appeal from the jury’s verdict. It adds: 

“It would be unfortunate, however, if this decision were to encourage the 
thought in any mind that punishment for crime is reserved for the poor and friend- 
less alone and that the wealthy and powerful are not answerable to justice. Wer 
courts to weigh one’s purse against one’s misdeeds it would mean the end of orde: 
Meanwhile let the Government press the bribery charge.” 

The New York American (Hearst) thinks that two factors undoubtedly in 
fluenced the jury to acquit: One was Edward L. Doheny’s known character for extra- 
ordinary generosity to friends and to causes exciting his interest. The second factor 
that helped Mr. Doheny was the atmosphere of mystery with which the Navy De- 
partment invested the relations of our Government five years ago with Japan.

The off soldiers of an army 
are expecte onsecrate themselves 
to their ce subordinate their per- 
sonalities, ghts, their privileges, 
and thei iities to the good of 
the count) whole. They must be 
imbued wit} tude, courage, and the 
fighting spi that will win victory in 
the face of opposition of any enemy. They 
must be resigned to giving their lives, 
to suffering wounds, hardships, and pri- 
vations, and to living in a state of dan- 
ger and ofter rror. We can not pay 
them in money for their service. Sol- 
diers do not fight and give their lives for 
money, for fez punishment or for 
selfish motives. No soldier ever fell in 
battle or suffered wounds for selfish ad- 
vancement or selfish gain. It is the in- 


tangible that gives a man the spirit that 
a soldier displays on the field of battle. 

While all men are imbued with certain 
basic qualities human nature, these 


qualities must be developed to make 
efficient soldiers. An efficient army is a 
priceless possession of a government, 


while an inefficient army is the greatest 
extravagance that a government can 
have. peace, officers and 
soldiers are at a material disadvantage. 
They must give up the opportunities 
offered them in our country for gain 
and for prosperity in civil life. They 
often live in remote places, and under 
trying climatic conditions that affect 
their health and the health of their 
families, They sacrifice what is very 
dear to everyc ne—community interests 
and associations. They are economically 
and often socially isolated, not because 
they want to be, but because their 
economic condition prevents them from 
Participating in the normal lives of the 
People about them of the same educa- 
tion, character, and attainments.

CONGRESS FIXES LEGISLATIVE 
POLICY. 
ALL matters involving legislation 
must hereafter be taken up origi- 
nally with the Military Committee of 
the House of Representatives. This de- 
cision is the result of conferences which 
have occurred betwen Congressman 
James, of the Committee, and Congress- 
man Madden, chairman of the Appro- 
priations Committee. 

There has been considerable feeling 
aroused in Congress in consequenc?: of 
the action of certain War Department 
representatives in seeking to obtain 
legislation upon appropriation bills. In 
this they have been successful in some 
respects. Hereafter, if any such legis- 
lation, which is always open to a point 
of order on the fioor, should be pre- 
sented to the Committee, it will be im- 
mediately referred to the Military Com- 
mitte for its consideration and action. 

In pursuance of this policy, numer- 
ous items submitted for the considera- 
tion of the Appropriations Committee 
in the pending Army appropriation bill, 
have been sent to the Military Com- 
mittee. That committe is now examin- 
ing them and after the holidays probably 
will present bills for the consideration 
of the House. 








are denied the public schools without 
payment of tuition, which they can ill 
afford. They are not able, in a great 
majority of cases, to send their children 
to private schools. 

Nation Indebted to Armed Forces. 

We need not inquire why men engage 
in the profession of arms. It is a fact 


that must be accepted. From the be- 
ginning of our country, the’ military 


spirit has been a determining influence 
in our existence and progress. I do not 
believe it is inopportune to state that 
we owe practically all we have to the 
accomplishments of our- armed forces. 
In the Revolution, the men who fought 
cur battles gave us our Government and 
the territory of the original colonies. By 
subsequent wars, we have preserved in- 
tact or solidified this Government and 
we have gained all the territory we 
possess as a result of war and the vic- 
tories of our forces, or because our coun- 
try was prepared to take warlike meas- 
ures to vindicate its purposes and its 
principles. Our Army is our reliance in 
maintaining a constitutional form of gov- 
ernment, not only for our Federal Union 
but for our States. 

In our own day, we have experienced 
the employment of the Army in various 
missions. We may recall the great rail- 
way strikes when, in a few weeks, our 
little Army restored order and saved 
the country from an economic loss of 
what would probably have been many 
times its cost over a period of years. 
It vindicated our ideals and our civiliza- 
tion in 1898 in Cuba and the Philipines 
and in 1900 in China. There is no doubt 
in my mind, that in the Great War, the 
Army preserved our liberty and made 
it possible for us to sit here to-day in 
the Capital of our country as proud 
citizens of a great, free people. 

The stabilizing influence of our Army 
to-day in guaranteeing internal order 
and the peaceful development of our in- 
dustrial life, as well as in giving effect 
to our international policies, is of incom- 
parably greater economic value than its 
cost. 

The qualities of the Army are not ac- 
cidental. They are an evolution of a 
system, of the application of psychologi- 
cal principles and of the upbuilding of 
pride and soldierly spirit throughout its 
existence. I dare say that every gentle- 
man around this table has ancestors who 
bore arms or has himself borne arms 
in the defense of the country. Among 
their proudest possessions, no doubt, are 
the trophies and the records of their 
blood kin who, in each generation, has 
vindicated the name and the family 
pride. 

While we can not pay for the services 
of the Army in money, there are things 
more prized by the soldier than money, 
property, or civic power. Among the 
basic elements of human nature are am- 
bition and a sense of justice. They are 
employed to the maximum in developing 
industrial efficiency and they are indis- 
pensable to the efficiency of an army. 
All countries have adopted a system of 
military grades, thus giving to each of- 
ficer an opportunity to rise to a position, 
relative to his fellows, of importance,

dignity, and pride commensurate with his 
services, his age, and the length of time 
that he has been a member of the army. 
They call this “promotion” and “rank.” 
Relative to the high positions in civil life, 
such reward is small, but it is far more 
precious to the soldier than any material 
consideration. 

If you will permit me to digress for 
a moment, there comes to me an illus- 
tration. When I was a second lieuten- 
ant, I was aid-de-camp to a general offi- 
cer. He was one of the finest soldiers 
and most dominant characters that I 
have ever known, and if I have been able 
to apply knowledge of the profession of 
arms to any degree, it is very largely 
because of his example and his principles. 
He was a distinguished officer of the 
Civil War, in which he commanded a 
horse artillery brigade. He lingered 
many years after the war in the grade 
of field officer, and toward the end of his 
life he was made a brigadier general. 
It was a very parsimonious reward doled 
out to a man whose services had been to 
this country of inestimable value. He 
became sick in 1917, in very advanced 
years, and Congress passed one of those 
human pieces of legislation that are fur- 
ther reaching in their effect than you 
gentlemen know. it permitted three of- 
ficers on the retired list with Civil War 
service, of whom he was one, to be made 
major generals without increase of pay. 
I was in the War Department when I 
learned of the enactment. Immediately 
I took his commission to the Secretary 
of War and to the President and asked 
them to sign it, which they did. I took 
it to his home, where he was lying, not 
far from here, unconscious, dying. I 
went to his bedside and said, “General, 
I have brought you your commission as 
a major general.” Consciousness came 
to him. He looked at me with perfect 
recognition. He took the roll and clasped 
it to his breast and, with the tears 
streaming down his cheeks, lapsed into 
unconsciousness and died while I was 
in the room. That piece of paper was 
the realization of a life’s ambition. 

Congress Holds Responsibility. 

Such things are intangible, but they 
are what make an army and its soldiers. 
You can not estimate the power of the 
legislation that is proposed for the safety 
of this country in the hands of its Army. 
It is your Army. It is just what you 
choose to make it, either good or bad. 
You fix the measure of its usefulness, or 
of its inefficiency. 

I said that another element of human 
nature is the sense of justice. We and 
all other men are deeply imbued with 
a sense of justice. It has been exag- 
gerated in the American character be- 
cause of individual freedom and jealousy 
of personal rights. The spirit of jus- 
tice has been the very foundation of our 
Government, our laws, and our liberties. 
You can not treat any man unjustly 
without arousing in him a sense of bit- 
terness, resentment, and antagonism that 
will mar whatever elements of native 
ability he may have. You may apply it 
in your business, your industry or your 
professions, and the result will always 
be the same. 

No men have a higher sense of justice 
than soldiers. Officers and men are very 
intelligent. They weigh and think and 
they know what is right. While they 
will obey orders, they have a conscious- 
ness of whether or not they are receiving 
their due. No man can command suc-

a bill to put into effect the War Depart- 
ment recommendations is being drafted. 
The subject is a complicated one and it 
is impossible to predict at this time just 
what the Congress will do. It is ap- 
parent that the large group of promotion 
list officers in the junior grades, com- 
missioned in the Regular Army during 
and immediately after the war, consti- 
tute what might be called a hump in the 
promotion list. The War Department 
is recommending, as a result of its study, 
that promotions to the higher grades be 
expedited, partly by accelerating retire- 
ments and partly by resorting to length 
of commissioned service in grade as an 
element in promotion. 

The War Department’s recommenda- 
tions do not contemplate any changes in 
the relative position of officers on the 
promotion list itself, it having been 
found that any substantial change of 
this kind would do more harm than good. 
This latter conclusion conforms with the 
conclusions reached by the members of 
the Senate Committee on Military Af- 
fairs in the investigation made by the 
committee two or more years ago follow- 
ing the report of a special board in the 
War Department. It is apparent that 
the threatened serious stagnation in the 
lower grades can be avoided only in some 
such way as is recommended by the de- 
partment. As I have already said, the 
War Department Bill itself has not yet 
been introduced. Just how far the Con- 
gress will be willing to go in the matter 
of authorizing more numerous retire- 
ments and the use of length of service 
in grade as an element in promotion it 
is impossible to say at this time. Cer- 
tainly, the problem is weli worthy of 
the attention of the Congress and I 
have no doubt it will receive it. 





Societies Denounce Economy. 

ENUNCIATION of the administra- 

tion policy of economy with special 
reference to the services was the key- 
note of a meeting held in New York on 
December 21, and participated in by 
delegates representing fourteen patriotic 
bodies having a national membership of 
approximately 1,000,000. 

The meeting was held under the aus- 
pices of the National Security League 
at the Army and Navy Club. Rear Ad- 
miral Bradley A. Fiske, U. S. A., re- 
tired, declared it undeniable that the 
“American naval situation is one full of 
peril for the Nation,” and he saw menace 
in the “ concerted action of Great Britain 
and Japan in the East.” Major General 
Robert Lee Bullard, U. S. A., retired, 
characterized as absurd the position 
taken by Congress with regard to ex- 
penditures for armament. S. Stanwood 
Menken, chairman of the League, argued 
that the need of preparedness was as 
great to-day as in 1914, 

The meeting adopted a resolution de- 
claring that the United States is de- 
fenseless and playing into the hands of 
its enemies “in pursuing its present 
policy of undue economy in Army and 
Navy expenditures.” 

Approving the resolution were The 
Army and Navy Club of New York, Mil- 
itary Order of the World War, Civil 
Legion, National Civic Federation, 
American Defense Society, the Govern- 
ment Club, Chamber of Commerce of the 
State of New York, Military Society of 
the War of 1812, Military Order of For- 
eign Wars, and the National Security 
League.

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*Fadeless” Cloth for Army 
Uniform Is Submitted 


IKE the tempering of copper, the mak- 
ing of fadeless dyes has been con- 
sidered a lost art since the days of the 
early Egyptians. Ever since the adoption 
of Khaki by the American Army, the 
Quartermaster’s Department has been 
searching for a  fast-dyed cloth that 
would hold its color even after being 
worn under scorching tropical sun, after 
being saturated with perspiration, going 
through numerous scrubbings and laun- 
dryings and the other severe tests that 
a soldicr’s uniform is subjected to. 

One of the outstanding American firms 
which has given the department its co- 
operation in trying to solve this problem 
is H. W. and I. Schwab, Inc., importers 
and manufactuerrs with a huge plant in 
New York City. 

Officers Impressed by Cloth. 

A few days ago President Harold W. 
Schwab and his brother visited Wash- 
ington, bringing a liberal sample of their 
“Manila” cloth, and turned it over to 
the proper officers to have it put through 
all the Army tests to determine the fast- 
ness of the color. President Schwab also 
showed a number of exhibit cards to 
which he had attached pieces of his 











firm’s cloth which had been put through | 


severe color tests. Officers in Washing- 


‘ton were extremely impressed by the 


fact that notwithstanding the hardships 
through which the fabric had passed, the 
variation in the color was almost im- 
perceptible—the color after the last test 
being virtually the same as the brand 
new cloth. 

“Of course we recognize the fact that 
there is no such thing as an absolutely 
fadeless dye, but, after working for more 
than two years, we think we have come 
nearest to solving the problem,” said 
President Schwab. “The Bureau of 
Standards recommended the United 
States Testing Company to us, and we 
provided samples of our new cloth for 
the chemists. Our goods passed through 
the same tests as we have asked the 
Quartermaster’s Department to make 
These tests include fastness to light, 
fastness to perspiration, lactic acid, mu- 
riatic acid, air oxidization, the chlori- 
nated lime test and a test equal to laun- 
drying 60 times with chlorine bleach. 
We made the cloth of the regulation 
Army shade and then tried to take the 
color out, but it stands all the tests. 

Many Are Pleased. 

“Army officers in various parts of the 
rountry have been impressed with the 
way our new goods stand the rigid serv- 
vice tests, and the results have been such 
that we have received many orders for 
it. We furnish about 90 per cent of the 
tloth from which officers’ uniforms are 
made, and nothing that we have turned 
out has occasioned so much gratification 
and satisfaction. 

“Foreign fabric makers have been sell- 
ing cloth to American soldiers for many 
years, thereby taking millions of dollars 
from the cotton and other textile inter- 
ests in America. A supposed superior 
dye in these foreign fabrics has been 
given as the reason for purchasing them. 
With an American-made cloth 
the tests even better than the foreign- 
made ones, there will be no reason for 
patronizing foreign industries. The cot-

IS PROMOTION PLAN WISE? 


Editor Army and Navy Journal: 
| ET me congratulate you on the last 

4 number of the Journal, with its up- 
to-the-minute information on the subject 
of the Secretary of War’s report on pro- 
motion. I can fully realize that it re- 
quired a lot of hustling to make this 
scoop. 

This proposed legislation is amazing. 
It comes from such high sources that one 
hesitates to comment unfavorably upon 
its premises and conclusions, but I have 
so high a regard for the fairness and 
good intent of the Secretary and of the 
officers and civilians who worked up the 
report that I feel justified in talking con- 
fidentially with you about it. 

Stripped of its camouflage of words, it 
is proposal to increase the overhead of 
the Army and its cost very materially at 
a time when every effort of the War De- 
partment as well as of the other Govern- 
ment branches is striving with heart- 
breaking effort to reduce the cost of Gov- 
ernment to meet the wishes of the Presi- 
dent and of Congress. Reduced to fig- 
ures, the proposition is to increase the 
number of high-salaried men and reduce 
the number of low-salaried men as indi- 
cated in the following table:

In addition to adding this expensive 
burden of overhead to an organization 
now sadly out of balance because of ex- 
cessive overhead, it is proposed to add to 
the retired list about 75 high-salaried of- 
ficers—generals and colonels, as well as 
a number of officers of lesser cost. 

The admitted object of this added 
financial burden is to provide an artificia! 
flow of promotion so that officers—those 
at least who remain—will be assured of 
a rate of promotion faster than that en- 
joyed at any period of our history, ex- 
cept during or immediately after a war. 
It is alleged, for example, that without 
this relief officers will be 23 years (maxi- 
mum) in reaching the grade of major. 
This is the term of that “normalcy” 
hoped to be attained by the proposed leg- 
islation, as will be seen by taking any 
group of officers who came in before the 
previous (Spanish) war. In my own 
case I was 20 years in reaching the grade 
of major, although I was speeded up by 
two wars. Even the accuracy of the 
computations which result in the ex- 
pected 23 years quoted may be ques- 
tioned. They sound to me as profound 
as the calculations of a former lieuten- 
ant in the old Philippine days who fig- 
ured that he would not reach the grade 
of colonel until he was 112 years old. He 
became a lieutenant colonel in 18 years. 

The so-called “hump” shown by the 
graph is subject to the laws common to 
all “humps.” Under the gradual action 
of time on the hump it flattens out and 
disappears. This hump will do the same 
in time and if given time. The proposed 
legislation is designed to accelerate the 
process at a cost in dollars and cents that 
must give Congress pause. 

It is urged that the morale of the 


Army is so lowered by the prospect of | 


having to wait for promotion for at least 
as long a time as the older and prewar 
officers waited that some indefinite but 
adumbrated calamity will occur the grav- 
ity of which justifies the added cost. Pro- 
motion for those who escape the flatten- 


ing process being attained, what steps 


will be taken to accelerate the process 
still more or to revive the morale of 
those officers who have been deprived of 
a contractual right to continued employ- 
ment in the Army? 

As the whole discussjon revolves about 
the officers who are in the hump—thai is, 


| about those officers who entered the 
Army during or after the war, it should 
include a study of the effect on morale of 
those officers who will be denied by this 
legislation of rights offered them at the 
time of their entry. First among these 
rights is the right to retire at the age of 
64. At that age the officer will be too 
old to enter a new profession, and the 
Government undertook to assure him a 
poor, but living, wage for his declining 
years. This in lieu of a salary large 
enough to permit him to save for the 
same period. “It is now proposed to deny 
this right and to compel his retirement 
at some earlier date. This in the case of 
colonels is a loss of about $13,000 in 
money alone. In their case they are al- 
ready old men—too old to begin life 
anew. In the case of “field officers” of 
lower grade, the officer will lose still 
more money and will be too old again, in 
the eyes of the employing world, to per- 
mit him to enter a new profession except 
at a nominal wage. Many of the officers 
whose morale will be increased presum- 
ably by the prospect of quicker promo- 
tion will assuredly be chilled at the pros- 
pect of being thrown out on the world at 
from 52 to 57 years of age. It is diffi- 
cult to see wherein such a prospect will 
increase the morale of the officers com- 
posing the hump. 


Looked at from another angle, it is 
easy to see wherein it would raise the 
morale of those officers in the junior 
grades, for these officers would be as- 
sured of rapid promotion and the attain- 
ment of a high rank after 25 or 30 years 
of service. Is the raising of the morale 
of these juniors a justification for low- 
ering the morale of older officers and of 
so materially increasing the cost of the 
Army to the taxpayer? Certainly it is 
not patently so. 

While the proposed legislation is ad- 
mittedly in the interest of the officers in 
the “hump” and losses suffered by the 





officers not in the preferred group must 
pay the piper, should we not have an an- 
swer ready for the natural inquiries that 
they will make as to the necessity for 
their sacrifice, for example: Why is it 
necessary to provide a flow of promotion 
greater than the Army enjoyed previous 
to the war? Why, if the necessity ex- 
ists for the acceleration, is it necessary 
in addition to adding 1,461 high-rank va- 
cancies at the expense of the taxpayer, 
to add a paltry 75 at the expense of the 
senior officers who would be sacrificed 
and to penalize still others of these older 
officers by denying them the right to re- 
main on the active list as long as orig- 
inally agreed upon? These officers have 
been through two Wars and many schools 


—the most valuable of which is the 
school of experience in command of 
troops. A very common complaint 


against the “hump” officers is that they 
have advanced too rapidly and lack the 
lessons that can only be learned by ex- 
perience in the school of command with 
troops. Is it necessary, is it fair, is it 
wise to push out of the way our expe- 
rienced officers merely to promote to 
their vacancies officers of less experience, 
but of equal cost? 

These thoughts come to me on reading 
the last issue of the Journal. I do not 
doubt that similar thoughts will come to 
others and that you will be burdened 
with many such letters as this. It is too 
early yet to get alarmed over the pros- 
pect, but I recognize the weight that 
Congress must attach to such a report, 
and I fear that out of it all may come 
some legislation harmful to the Army be- 
cause not designed by Army men, who 
alone are familiar with the problem of 
that most delicate thing—our MORALE.

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ARMY PROMOTION SUBCOMMITTEE WELL EQUIPPED FOR TASK. 
HE subcommittee of the House Committee on Military Affairs appointed by 
Chairman John M. Morin to prepare a bill on promotion and retirement in the 
Army is particularly well equipped to solve the problem. 


Representative Johnathan M. Wainwright, of New York, is the chairman. With 
an experience behind him which includes many years in the New York National 
Guard, service in the Spanish War—on the Mexican border and in the World War— 
membership in the legislature of his state—two years’ service as Assistant Secre- 
tary of War—and through it all an active law practice—he comes to this task almost 
ideally equipped to head a subcommittee charged with the solution of a problem 
which so vitally affects every officer in the Army. 


And to assist him in this work he has a subcommittee membership of the highest 
character. W. Frank James, of Michigan, needs no introduction to the Army. He 
was Acting Chairman of the Military Committee during the last session when it 
passed the Housing Bill and the Air Corps bill, and established a record for legis- 
lative procedure in the House of Representatives. He is one of the leaders in Con- 


gress and one of the strongest supporters in public life of a sound military policy. 
He is a veteran of the Spanish-American War and was a member of the War 
Congress. 


Harry M. Wurzbach, of Texas, is the lone Republican in Congress from that 
state—a distinction which in itself characterizes him as a man of unusual attain- 
ments. He is a veteran of the Spanish War and represents the Congressional dis- 
trict which contains the greatest number of Regular Army troops in the United 
States—Fort Sam Houston. He knows what the Army needs because he lives 
with it. 

Allen J. Furlow, of Minnesota, is one of the newest members on the committee. 
He came to Congress directly from the Minnesota State Legislature, where he was 
Chairman of the Senate Committee on Military Affairs. He served overseas during 
the World War as an aviation pilot. 


Daniel E. Garrett, of Texas, is one of the senior members of the Committee on 
Military Affairs. He was a member of the War Congress and his long service in the 
Military Committee has given him a wealth of information on which to rely in com- 
ing to conclusions on this question. 

Lister Hill, of Alabama, went directly from the training camp in 1917 to the 
Regular Army as a provisional second lieutenant. He has been a member of the 
Military Affairs Committee since 1923 and has probably devoted more time, 
thought and study to the particular problem before the committee than any other 
member of Congress. He is admirably fitted for membership in this important sub- 
committee. 


Fred M. Vinson, of Kentucky, although one of the youngest members of the 
Military Committee, is one of the leaders in developing a sound military establish- 
ment. He is a veteran of the World War. . 

The importance of the problem and the character of the personnel of the sub- 
committee is ample evidence that a thorough study will be made before conclusions 
are ceached. The full committee and the House itself are to be congratulated on 
having this matter in the hands of a group of men in whose judgment they can place 
such great confidence. 

As for the Army, we feel confident in assuring the officers, far and near, that 
their case is in the hands of able men, who’ know the Army and are inspired with 
making the Army better, even if they cannot, under the present economic policy of 
the government, make it a bigger Army.

NAVY CIRCLES DISCUSS DRIVE FOR TREATY NAVY. 
EVE PMENTS in the House Naval Affairs Committee’s drive for a Treaty 

Navy which broke with such startling suddenness last week are awaited with 
keen interest in naval circles. Whether it presages a real movement to build up to 
the treaty ratio that would necessarily carry with it adequate appropriations for 
manning and maintaining the present forces afloat or is merely a “jesture” to make 
more effective this country’s appeal for another international gathering to extend 
the limitations agreed upon at the Washington Conference is an absorbing topic. 


Pending these developments there is a feeling that, instead of more authoriza- 
tions, immediate appropriations for the three cruisers already authorized and an in- 
crease over the budget figures that would provide more men, more fuel and the new 
dirigibles, would have been far more effective toward strengthening our sea power. 

To the initiated the developments of the last two weeks were not without a 
touch of humor. The sensational “disclosures” made by Admiral E. W. Eberle to 
the committee in executive session were a repetition of what he and other responsi- 
ble naval heads have been preaching for the past two years. Nearly two years ago 
the findings of the General Board, after an exhaustive investigation as to the steps 








necessary to attain the full treaty ratio in all classes of ships, were submitted to 
Congress. 

This “statement of facts” showed that the cost of building up and maintaining 
the same ratio in all combatant ships and aircraft as is provided in the Treaty for 
capital ships—5-5-3—“if promptly made,” average about $92,000,000 for ships and 


about $18,000,000 for aircraft, a total of $110,000,000. 

Since that statement was submitted the five-year aviation program has become 
nization of the six old battleships provided for and the river gunboats 
and two more cruisers appropriated for, none of which, however, was included in 
the figures for the twenty-year building program. Since that time there have been 
changes abroad, new construction started that necessitates a revision of the figures 
submitted, so that the cost now would average about $221,000,000. This, of course, 
includes “replacements” which start in 1932.

Incidentally, then as now, the figures show that in addition to new cruisers, the 
five fleet submarines already authorized, another aircraft carrier and a floating dry- 
dock are also required if the ratio is to be reached and maintained. 


The charge of the committee that other powers are violating the spirit if not 
the letter of the treaty, while borne out in fact, was not sponsored by naval officers. 
On the other hand, the majority of them seem to feel that other powers have fol- 
lowed a wise and prudent course in strengthening their navies in those types of 
ships not restricted by the treaty, whereas we have gone as far as possible to the 
other extreme, almost to the point of “limitation by example.” It is pointed out 
that our weakness in cruisers and fleet submarines existed at the time the agree- 
ment was reached and that the present disparity is emphasized by the new construc- 
tion abroad so far in excess of new ships provided for the American Navy. 


_ The cost of rounding out the Navy to treaty strength would be no inconsiderable 
item. The new cruisers, complete with armor and armament, will cost about 
$16,500,000 each; the fleet submarines about $6,000,000 apiece; the aircraft carrier 
about $23,000,000 and the drydock about $7,500,000,

ARMY MUTUAL AID ASS'N. 

PRELIMINARY survey of condi- 

tions in the Army Mutual Aid As- 
sociation for the year 1926 shows the in- 
stitution to be flourishing. The number 
of memberships has increased over 
900 during the year, exceeding the 
year 1925, the record year for the 
past, by 300. Memberships now 
total over 5,100. The Reserve Fund is 
now over $1,000,000, showing a gain of 
$140,000 during the year. This annual 
gain in finances also exceeds all past 
record gains for like periods. Insur- 
ance companies generally have pros- 
pered during the past six years and 
steckholders and agents of commercial 
companies have reaped corresponding 
profits. Since all earnings made by the 
Army Mutual accrue to members, it 
looks as though present members had 
excellent prospects for reduction in pre- 
miums or paid up insurance in the years 
to come. 

There is general willingness among 
mebers to aid its work, and this spirit 
gives it a fine group from which te se- 
lect able administrators and advisors. 
The investments of the Association are 
sound and pay a good rate of interest. 
Unlike commercial companies, its new 
business is acquired at extremely low 
cost—prospects ceming in voluntarily or 
else at the solicitation of a member. 

The Army Mutual was started in or- 
der that service families when bereaved 
could be paid an insurance benefit in- 
stantly, and to give life insurance to its 
members at reasonable cost. The 
promptness with which benefits are paid 
by this institution is almost startling. 
No matter where a member happens to 
die, the payment is accomplished usually 
within twenty-four hours of his death. 
The success of the concern has demon- 
strated to commercial companies that 
Army Officers are fair life risks, and 
many companies which formerly re- 
fused insurance to persons in the mili- 
tary service or charged extra premiums 
upon such insurance, now accept Army 
Officers at regular rates. 

The Association gives a very neces- 
sary service to widows of members in 
preparing papers for the establishment 
of Government claims. There is no extra 
charge for this service. The strongest 
friends of the Association are the widows 
of deceased members who have been 
helped by it. 

NATIONAL MATCH TRY OUTS. 

YHE policy of the War Department re- 

lative to try outs of Infantry, Cavalry 
Coast Artillery, and Engineer personnel 
of the Army for the National Matches, 
which has just been approved, is the fol- 
lowing: 

“Chiefs of branches are authorized to 
select, train and enter individual or 
teams in contents approved by the War 
Department. The personnel on foreign 
service tour is not available for contests 
held within the continental limits of the 
United States, except for aviation con- 
tests, participation in which will be de- 
cided by the War Department in each 
case.”

8TH INFANTRY LEADS IN SHOOT. 

LTHOUGH there are some five regi- 

ments of the Infantry of the Reg- 
ular Army, whose records for target 
practice for 1926, had not yet been re- 
ceived at the office of the Chief of In- 
fantry, at this writing, the returns so 
far show that the 8th Infantry, of which 
Col. Reynolds J. Burt, is the comman- 
dant, and whose headquarters are at 
Fort Screven, Ga., is the leading regi- 
ment to date. 

It had recently been announced that 
the 30th Infantry had made the best 
qualification record with a percentage of 
90.8. This record however was for.the 
calendar year of 1925, as shown in the 
report of the Chief of Infantry for the 
fiscal year ending June 30, 1926. 

The 8th Infantry has qualified during 
1926, 100 per cent of all men firing. 
Or of 565 on the roll, 465 have qualified, 
which is 82.3 per cent. The qualifica- 
tions in grades are, Experts, 168; Sharp- 
shooters, 139 and Marksman, 158, total 
465 qualified shots. 

The average score per man was 
295.98. The regiment qualified 100 per 
cent with the Machine gun, 27-mm. rifle, 
and the 3-inch Trench Motar. 
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Gen. Snow Criticizes Army 
Administration and Training 


gr unusually candid criticism of the 

War Department, and of Corps Area 
commanders regarding a number of im- 
portant particulars involved in the ad- 
ministration of various~ activities, in 
which the efficiency of the service is in- 
volved, is made by Major Gen. William 
J. Snow, U. S. A., Chief of Field Ar- 
tillery. The criticisms include matters 
relating to personnel, training, detach- 
ments of officers and men from Field Ar- 
tillery units, inspections, the conduct of 
the R. O. T. C., and C. M. T. C. training. 

It is doubtful if any Chief of an Army 
branch has ever given such far reach- 
ing criticism in an annual report as has 
General Snow. The following are some 
of the principal criticisms, which were 
not made public by the War Depart- 
ment. 

In speaking of the tactical and train- 
ing inspections, General Snow says: 

It would seem that the War Department 
fails to realize that the office of a chief of 
branch is as much a part of the War De- 
partment as any other office, and that all 
duties performed by chiefs of branches 
(line branches particularly) are performed 
essentially as representatives of the Chief 
of Staff. It is unthinkable that the Chief 
of Staff would tolerate a policy which pre- 
vented his making an inspection unless he 
had first obtained the consent of the or- 
ganization to be inspected. 

Specifically I recommend the revocation 
of the policy which requires a chief of 
branch to secure permission to make in- 
spections from Corps Area commanders con- 
cerned, and recommend that chiefs of 
branches be required to secure the approval 
of the Chief of Staff only, for any inspec- 
tions they may consider necessary. The 
present situation is farcical. 


Present C. M. T. C. Training Scored. 


The present conduct of Citizens Mili- 
tary Training Camps is critized by Gen- 
eral Snow in this wise: 

I recommend a more sane and useful 
application of these camps. As far as 
my observation goes, these camps are 
now organized on such an elaborate and 
exclusive basis that they are of no 
earthly value to the regular units par- 
ticipating, and what is far worse, they 
absolutely disorganize and disrupt such 
units. A most numerous camp staff is 
organized taking a large number of offi- 
cers away from training, enlisted men 
are detailed in large numbers as clerks, 
messengers, orderlies, janitors, laborers, 
cooks, servants and what not, until the 
regular units are torn all to pieces and 
more or less demoralized, with a wholiy 
inadequate number of men on duty to 
do the work. 

If, instead of this plan of subordinat- 
ing the Regular Army to the status of 
servant and nurse, the influx of the C. 
M. T. C. candidates was used to simulate 
mobilization day, and thereafter the C. 
M. T. C. students were taken in the 
regular units and handled as recruits 
(with such course of instruction as the 
War Department may prescribe), the in- 
dividuals of the entire unit being used 
as instructors, I believe fully as much 
benefit would accrue to the C. M. T. C. 
men and a wonderful amount of instruc- 
tion and training would inure to the 
regular units involved. The imstruction 
of the C. M. T. C. itself, under this latter 
plan would, I believe, be better than at 
present, and these men would be an asset 
to the Regular Army, instead of, as at 
present, a liability. 

Neo Corps Area Control of R. 0. T. C. 

Referring to Corps Area control of 
R. O. T. C. activities General Snow 
says: 

The R. O. T. C. is fundamentally and 
essentially a branch activity. The Chief 
of Infantry is the army official who is 
most deeply interested in the welfare 
and success of R. O. T. C. units of the 
Infantry. The same is true of the Chief 
of Field Artillery as regards Field Ar- 
tillery units. The work falls in the same 
classification exactly as that of the Spe- 
cial Service Schools. 

With corps area control as at present, 
nine different policies are constantly in 


operation affecting this activity, and re- | 


sults-are unsatisfactory. It is unreason- 
able to expect a Corps Area Commander 
to regard the R. O. T. C. other than a 
routine administrative matter.

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Navy Aviation Forges Ahead, 
Admiral W. A. Moffett Reports 





RFA® ADMIRAL W. A. MOFFETT, 
U. S. N., Chief of the Bureau of 
Aeronautics states that operations of 
aircraft with the fleet during the past 
vear have been on a materially greater 
scale than any preeeding year, and the 
year’s performance in the operating units 
of the fleet has been such as to cause 
marked gratification on the part of the 


entire naval service with regard to the 


progress made. Determined efforts have 
been made to reduce accidents, and there- 
by effect saving of personnel and mate- 
rial. The number of aecidents per flying 


hour has been materially reduced below 
that of preceding years. 

Admiral Moffett makes this statement 
in his annual report for 1926, just issued. 
Other extracts from the report are the 
following: 


It is planned to hold a training plane 
competition with a view to providing suf- 
ficient training planes to meet the Navy’s 
current needs in this type of plane. It 
is believed that this training plane is 
a marked improvement over any other 
training plane that has ever been de- 


livered to the naval service. 
Many Imprevements Made. 

Among the more important improve- 
ments made in naval aviation during the 
past year are the following: 

Improved designs of aircraft which are 
especially adapted to the needs of the 
mobile fleet have been completed. 

Two improved types of fighters, one 
built by the Curtiss Co., and one built 
by the Boeing Co., have been flight 
tested, and construction contracts placed 
for service use. 

A special shipboard fighter built by 
the Wright Co. has been tested with 
three different types of engines, and 
valuable test data obtained. 

Specifications have been prepared for 
a special type of shipboard fighter, and 
a flight test competition is to be held 
during the 1927 fiscal year to determine 
the best plane for this purpose. 
has been placed for 20 
UO-3 planes; this being a combination 
of the best features of the UO with 
certain features of the fighting plane.

An experimental order has been placed 
for two 02U-1 planes, which promise to 
be a marked improvement over the UO. 

A production order has been placed for 
27 amphibians of the Loening type, with 
such modifications as experimental test, 
flight test, and service experience have 
proven desirable, or necessary.

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Bureau of Yards and Docks 
Outlines Work on Projects 


GTUDIES are being made by the Bu- 

reau of Yards and Docks, Navy De- 
partment, of which Rear Admiral L. E. 
Gregory, U. S. N., is the head, on the 
use of concrete for blocking for ships in 
dry dock, and practical tests are under 
way to develop suitable timber substi- 
tutes for oak, which is becoming very 
scarce in sizes suitable for Navy use. 
This information is contained in the an- 
nual report of Admiral Gregory for the 
year 1926. Other extracts from it are 
the following: 

Depth-indicating devices suitable for 
use on floating dry docks are being in- 
vestigated and studied in connection with 
the operation of the Dewey in the Phil- 
‘ippines. The bureau has also instituted 
studies of the operation of ships’ sew- 
age-disposal systems with a view to im- 
provements in design and operation. 

Development Plans Completed. 


Development plans for all of the larger 
yards and stations have already been 
completed. Many of these were revised 
during the year to conform to changes 
decided upon by the General Board. 

Subsurface surveys of all principal 
yards and stations are in progress. Maps 
showing all subsurface constructions are 
being prepared as the deta from the field 
work becomes available. These subsur- 
face data are indispensable for the eco- 
nomical design and construction of yard 
and station improvements and would 
prove invaluable in time of emergency. 

Pearl Harbor Moorings Laid. 


The harbor moorings for the fleet at 
Pearl Harbor were practically completed 
as far as funds available would permit. 
A large quantity of chain salvaged from 
scrapped ships was used in the laying 
of these moorings which permitted of 
greater facilities being furnished than 
would otherwise have been the case. 

The chief of bureau strongly recom- 
mends that the necessary steps be taken 
to obtain an authorized strength for the 
Corps of Civil Engineers of 125 com- 
missioned officers. In order to avoid 
serious humps, the inerease should be 
made gradually by appointing or select- 
ing annually hereafter not less than 
eight until the full number has been 
reached. In general, the bureau has no 
preference for appointments from civil 
life versus transfers from the line after 
special training at postgraduate schools, 
except that those from civil life are 
more quickly available for useful duty in 
the corps. Until the number has been 
increased to the proposed authorized 
strength, however, it is believed to be 
desirable to appoint annually four from 
civil life and transfer four ensigns of 
the line. After the limit has been 
reached it is probable that four or five 
appointments or selections annually will 
be necessary to maintain the required 
strength.

| Quantico Construction Bill 
Favorably Reported to House 


THE House Committee on Naval Af- 
fairs has reported the Quantico Con- 
struction Bill favorably a few days ago. 
In view of the general legislative situa- 
tion its prospects for passage this ses- 
sion are not considered bright by politi- 
cal experts. 
The text of the bill (H. R. 14242) fol- 
lows: 


To authorize the Secretary of the Navy 
to proceed with the construction of cer- 
tain public works at Quantico, Virginia. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the United States of 
American in Congress assembled, That the 
Secretary of the Navy be, and he is hereby, 
authorized to proceed with the construc- 
tion of certain public works at Quantico, 
Virginia—toward the replacement of the 
temporary buildings erected during the 
World War—one regimental group of bar- 
racks, $850,000; three storehouses, $225,000; 
commissary, bakery, cold storage, and ice 
plant, $150,000; disciplinary barracks, $30,- 
000; motor transpert sterehouse and re- 
pair shop, $100,000; power house and equip- 
ment in part, $380,000; 
for officers, not to exceed $370,000; improve- 
ment of grounds and distributing systems 
in part, $100,000; total, $2,205,000, to be 
aecounted for as one fund. 





BRASSEY’S NAVAL ANNUAL 1927. 
BRASSEY’S Naval and Shipping An- 
nual for 1927 published by William 
Cowes and Sons, Ltd., 94 Jermyn Street, 
S. W. 1, London, England, has just been 
issued. This is the thirty-eighth year of 
the publication, and every effort has been 
made in the present volume to improve 
further the scope and usefulness of this 
well known authority which deals with 
Naval and Merchant shipping in all im- 
portant details.

Marine Corps Notes. 

"THE insignia of rank of Marine Corps 

Warrant officers in the commissioned 
warrant grades of chief marine gunner, 
chief quartermaster clerk, and chief pay 
clerk, recently established by law in the 
Marine Corps, will consist of a gold 
bar, broken in the center with a blue- 
enamel band Headquarters announces. 
Chief quartermaster clerks and chief 
pay clerks will wear the insignia of their 
respective staff departments, and chief 
marine gunners the insignia prescribed 
for marine gunners, on the collars of 
all coats, and on the shoulder straps of 
the overeoats and, if provided with 
shoulder straps, the raincoat, placed on 
the center line midway between the in- 
signia of rank and the button at collar 
end. 

The undress sword knot is also pre- 
scribed as an article of uniform for war- 
rant officers. 

A roll-cellar overcoat will be eventually 
adopted for enlisted men of the Marine 
Corps, the date being deferred until pres- 
ent stocks are materially reduced. The 
russet belt will no longer be worn over 
the overcoat by enlisted men when on 
liberty. 








FLEET SCHEDULE UNCHANGED. 

FOLLOWING a conference at the Navy 

Department today of Adm. E. A. 
Eberle, Chief of Naval Operations, Adm. 
C. F. Hughes, Commander-in-Chief, U. S. 
Fleet; Vice Adm. Ashley H. Robertson, 
Commander Scouting Fleet; Rear Adm. 
A. L. Willard, Commander Light Cru?- 
ser Divisions, Scouting Fleet, and Rear 
Adm. N. E. lrwin, Commander Destroyer 
Squadrons, Scouting Fleet, the follow- 
ing details were announced regarding the 
eombined fleet maneuvers in the spring 
of 1927: 

As has been the practice in the past 
few years, certain Naval Reserve officers 
will be permitted to pursue their active 
duty training during the concentration of 
the forces afloat. They will be recalled 
to active duty and assigned to destroy- 
ers for practical training and instruction. 

No great changes were announced by 
the department due to the failure of the 
War Department to participate in joint 
land and sea maneuvers because oi lack 
of funds. The schedule of the fleets as 
previously announced still holds—that 
is, the vessels will visit the same ports 
at the same time and for the same length 
of time as had been previously agreed 
upon. That portion of the operating 
schedule which was formerly devoted to 
joint land and sea maneuvers with the 
Army will be utilized in additional fleet 
tactics at sea. 

Upon the completion of the concentra- 
tion of the sea forces the U. S. Battle 
Fleet will arrive at Hampton Roads, Va., 
on May 29 or 30 and will sail for their 
Pacific Coast bases on June 4.

DON’T CUT OUR OFFICER STRENGTH. 
T is inconceivable that the Congress will reduce the commissioned personnel of the 

Army by two thousand officers, as proposed in a bill introduced in the House of 
Representatives by Congressman Hill of Alabama. When President Coolidge sub- 
mitted his estimates two weeks ago he specifically included therein provision for the 
existing strength—11,961 officers. At the same time. the President fixed the enlisted 
strength at an average of 115,000 men. The reason for the President’s decision, as 
heretofore explained in the Army and Navy Journal, was that if there were sufficient 
thoroughly equipped officers, it would not be difficult in time of emergency, either by 
volunteer enlistments or through the draft, to form an army which could be promptly 
trained. Nothing has occurred to justify any change in the President’s mind in this 
respect. No business enterprise in the land would seriously consider cutting its force 
in order to provide a system of promotion, for it would realize that such action, while 
it might be temporarily beneficial to those who remained in employment, would be 
regarded by them as a precedent for perhaps similar procedure in the future. This 
would be destructive of morale, and a shot-to-pieces business would be the result. 

The Government of the United States is business on a large scale. President 
Coolidge has been sedulously working to improve and introduce effective business 
methods in its organization. His success in this respect has deservedly won him the 
praise of the country. If, in his judgment, the commissioned personnel of the Army 
were too large, he would have accepted the numerous resignations submitted, and he 
would have favored a cut in the number of officers. On the other hand, he has said 
the United States needs 11,961 officers. and one of his problems has been to prevent 
resignations by officers dissatisfied with living and pay conditions in the Service. In 
view of the Executive's attitude, it cannot be believed that Congress, even with the 
most praiseworthy motive involved in its consideration of the promotion situation, 
will favor a proposal which contemplates a reduction so harmful to the Army. 

Nor must the fact be lost sight of that once the commissioned personnel is re- 
duced, it will be difficult for an increase in time of peace to be obtained. The history 
if all armies shows that immediately after a war the process of elimination begins 
ind continues until another war looms upon the horizon. Then, particularly in the 
case of the United States, a mad scramble oecurs for officers, and organizations are 
sent into the field undisciplined and untrained, and disaster has been, and will be, the 
inevitable consequence. Fortunately, our Government has at its disposal at present 
many experienced officers in the National Guard and the Reserves, but these patriotic 
volunteers make no secret of their reliance upon the Regular personnel, and their 
earnest hope that the instruction they are constantly receiving will not be handi- 
capped by lack of Regular officers. 

The promotion situation must be solved. But there are other ways to do it than 
by a cut, which would be injurious to those affected and, above all, to the National 
Defense. - . — — 
SOLVING THE AIR PROBLEM. 

‘0 F. Trubee Davison, Assistant Secretary for Air in the War Department, is at- 
tributed the era of good feeling which has been inaugurated between the Air 
Corps and the other branches of the Regular Establishment. All the problems which 
Mr. Davison faced when he entered upon his duties have by no means been solved. 
There is still a demand on the part of a number of Air Officers for a separate Avi- 
ation Department, and few who held the views as to the desirAbility of a Department 
of National Defense have changed them. But a spirit of cooperation has been de- 
veloped which gives promise of minimizing friction and of effecting amicable solution 
of the numerous questions, many of them novel, which have arisen and will arise. 
Mr. Davison's procedure is that employed by sound business. Where there are differ- 
ences of opinion between the Air Corps and the General Staff, he brings representa- 
tives of both into conference, and has them thrashed out in his presence. The result 
invariably has been agreement satisfactory to the Air Corps and to the General Staff. 

There is a valuable psychological situation consequent upon the presence in the 
War Department of an executive whose duty is largely in connection with matters 
elating to the Air. Officers of the Corps know there is an administrative superior 
looking after their interests and the service to which they devote their lives. This 
knowledge puts a spur upon endeavor and makes for that efficiency which is the de- 
sire of every officer of the Army. What is true of the Military Branch of National 
Defense is likewise true of the Navy. Progress along the lines Mr. Davison is pur- 


suing will assure that recognition tie Air Corps deserves and will make for harmony.

49 1st Eng. Railway Battalion 
Holds First Combined Meeting 


(THE 491st Engineer Railway Battalion 

(Z. of C.) of the organized reserves 
held its first combined meeting of officers 
and enlisted personnel at the Elks Club, 
Passaic, N. J., recently. 

This unit comprises one of the special 
Engineer units which are being organ- 
ized in the reserves to perform duties 
of the greatest importance in time of 
war, and although the beginning of its 
organization is comparatively recent, the 
battalion now has its complete comple- 
ment of officers and is very rapidly com- 
pleting its complement of non-commis- 
sioned officers after which the recruiting 
of its remaining personnel will be started 
with a view to making this unit the first 
completely organized railway unit in the 
Army of the United States. 

The 491st Engineer Railway Battalion 
is composed of a headquarters platoon, 
one operating company, one maintenance 
of equipment company, and one mainte 
nance of way company, the personnel of 
which will be sufficient for the operation 
and maintenance of one railway division. 
Its personnel is being recruited from the 
Erie and the Delaware, Lackawanna and 
Western Railroads and careful selection 
of men is being made to insure an effi- 
cient organization which will acquit itself 
with credit in any emergency and which 
will uphold the traditions of servic> cf 
the Engineer Branch of the Army and 
the Erie and D. L. & W. Railroads which 
it represents. 

Major J. M. Condon, Superintendent, 
New York Division of the Erie Railroad, 
commands the unit and has as his Regu- 
lar Army executive, Major W. D. Styer, 
Corps of Engineers. The officer per- 
sonnel is about equally divided between 
the Erie and the D. L. & W. Through 
the efforts of Major Condon and his 
efficient assistants, the organization has 
progressed at a very creditable rate and 
an excellent spirit of interest and co- 
operation is being developed. 

The purpose of the meeting was to 
assemble the officer and enlisted per- 
sonnel so that they would become ac- 
quainted with each other, to familiarize 
them with the purpose of the organiza- 
tion and its place in our scheme of na- 
tional defense, to outline its duties and 
future course of training, to stimulate 
recruiting and to build up and foster an 
esprit de corps which has already been 
manifested in the organization.

NEWS OF NATIONAL GUARD 





Checking of National Guard 
Drill Attendance Explained 


"THERE has been objection on the part 
of some commanders of National 

Guard units, to having checks made by 
Regular Army instructing officers or 
sergeant instructors, of the number of 
men attending armory drills. In this 
connection The Adjutant General of the 
Army has sent out the following letter 
to The Adjutant General of each State: 

“It has come to the attention of the 
War Department that in a few cases, 
National Guard Commanders have ob- 
jected to Regular Army Instructors or 
sergeant instructors making a physicai 
check of the number of men attending 
This duty is one pre- 
scribed by National Guard Regulations, 
whenever a regular instructor is ‘pres- 
ent at a National Guard drill; the re- 
quirement is mandatory, and cannot be 
waived by the instructor. It is also the 
only method by which he can make the 
certificate on the pay roll. 

“It is not believed that National Guard 
officers would take exception to this 
check if they understood clearly the rea- 
sons therefor, and it is requested thai 
the State authorities in your Corps Area 
be advised that instructors have no op- 
tion in this matter. 

“It is also suggested that when prac- 
tical, instructors should inform the Na- 
tional Guard commanders of the result 
of their check before the completion of 
the drill in order that a recheck may be 
made in case they are not in agreement 
as to the actual number present, thus 
avoiding possible misunderstanding at 
the time payrolls are submitted.” 





NATIONAL GUARD TRAINING. 

N notes of training for the National 

Guard for the present armory drill 
season and the field training next sum- 
mer, recently prepared by Major Gen. 
Creed C. Hammond, Chief of the Militia 
Bureau, the training while along the 
lines of the instructions issued for the 
season of 1924-25 has been elaborated. 

This is more definite and exact  in- 
formation as to some of the phases than 
in last years notes given, where experi- 
ence has indicated the advisability of 
such. 

A new feature of the training notes, 
however, is that relating to the train- 
ing of the R. O. T. C., which says: 

The Reserve Officers’ Training Corps 
in the various colleges throughout the 
country is turning out hundreds of young 
men annually who have had four years’ 
military training and have been commis- 
sioned second lieutenants of the reserve. 
This training and their general educa- 
tion make them a highly desirable per- 
sonnel to interest in the National Guard. 
It would be a great training benefit if 
a much larger number of them were 
commissioned in the National Guard. 
There are difficulties in this accomplish- 
ment, but they can be overcome and 
have been, occasionally. 

State authorities see the danger of 
commissioning these young men in an 
organization with which they have not 
been identified. The young men, as a 
rule, can not see any advantage in en- 
listing in the National Guard. It is be- 
lieved that State authorities assisted by 
the professors of military science and 
tactics at the colleges, could overcome 
this reluctance to enlist if the greater 
opportunity for service by being identi- 
fied with the National Guard were pre- 
sented to the student and he was as- 
sured that his superior training would 
bring recognition in more rapid promo- 
tion. If every promotion from the ranks 
to a commission in the National Guard 
was based solely on efficiency, and that 
fact were established, it would encourage 
these young men to enlist and at the 
same time be accepted by the personnel 
of organizations as a perfectly fair and 
impartial method, followed for the sole 
purpose of improving the service.

STATE OF WASHINGTON. 

A DJUTANT GENERAL MAURICE

authority exists for 
manders or other individuals of the 
Washington National Guard to incur any 
indebtedness until funds to meet such 
indebtedness are available in a bank to 
the credit of the Quarterly Allowance or 
Other Funds accounts. 

Ineurring any indebtedness without 
having the necessary funds available and 
proper authority for such disbursement, 
is prohibited. 

The term “available” funds, as 
in this circular, is defined as the funds 
remaining in the bank after deducting 
the amount of fixed obligations such as 
pay of company clerk and supply ser- 
geant for the quarter, and the payment 
of other outstanding obligations. 

Officers or individuals who incur such 
indebtedness are personally liable for the 
payment thereof. and when bonded un- 
der an official bond their sureties are held 
jointly lable under the provisions of 
such bond as an official bond.

Assistant Secretaries. Appear. 

The two Assistant Secretaries of War, 
both of whom were on the Board named 
by Mr. Davis to study the promotion and 
retirement situation in the Army, refer- 
red to the so-called “hump” in the sin- 
gle list as causing practically all of the 
difficulty as regards promotion. 

Mr. MacNider stressed the fact that 
this condition was brought about through 
the commissioning of some 5,800 officers 
who had come from civil life into the 
Army during the World War, that it was 
these men, and not the old Regular Army 
officers, who suffer by loss of promotion 
and consequent loss of future prospects 
due to position on the single list of the 
Army. Mr. Davison as the Assistant 
Secretary for Air brought into his state- 
ment particular reference to alleged in- 
justices existing among officers in the 
Air Corps. 

Constructive Views Desired. 

It is recognized that promotion is one 
of the major questions affecting the 
Army, and consequently the national de- 
fense, and hence any solution must be 
one that will give due consideration to 
every idea that may be advanced, not 
only by the department in its official rec- 
ommendations, but by any officer or 
group of officers that may have some 
constructive thoughts on the subject. 

Numbers Based on Strength. 

Mr. MacNider stated that at the time 
the increase in the number of officers was 
made it was thought there would be some 
18,000 officers in active service at all 
times. If this had remained true the 
condition existing at the present time 
would not have occurred. 

With the officer personnel reduced to 
12,000, and with 5,800 of that number 
new men brought in following the World 
War, composing more than half of the 
total, Mr. MacNider stated, the problem 
facing the board was exceedingly diffi- 
cult. He called attention to the fact that 








these men face a condition in which their 
career is practically closed, or at least 
nullified, and the prospect is that they 
will serve so many years in their present 
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{ sible at this time. 


grades that their usefulness to the mili- 
tary service is gone. 

Mr. MacNider called attention, as have 
both the Secretary of War and Gen. 
Summerall, that this is due to the fact 
that with only a few months difference 
in the date of their commissioning there 
is bound to be under present law many 
years of service between their promotion 
in rank. 

Mr. MacNider as he explained the 
working of the plan of the War Depart- 
ment to eliminate the “hump” called at- 
tention to the fact that as all officers 
would eventually retire, it was as much 
to the interest of the department to pre- 
vent the 5,800 officers from resigning in 
two years as they had been appointed in 
_two years, as it was to provide an even 
flow of promotion now. This even flow 
of promotion would be accomplished un- 
der the plan proposed by the Board by 
an annual turnover of not less than 4 
per cent, utilizing existing means for re- 
moval of officers with supplementary 
means of removal of Brigadier Generals 
of the line and staff and Colonels com- 
missioned in noncombatant branches upon 
reaching the age of 61 years, or upon the 
completion of 37 years’ service; and of 
Colonels in the combatant branches upon 
reaching the age of 59 years or complet- 
ing 35 years of commissioned service. 

Permissive Retirement Plan. 

He stated further that if this did not 
accomplish the 4 per cent attrition the 
folowing permissive retirements would 
be made in the discretion of the Presi- 
dent (1) Lieutenant Colonels over 57 
years of age or of over 30 years com- 
missioned service; (2) Majors over 52 
years of age, or of over 25 years com- 
missioned service; (3) Captains of over 





: 47 years of age, or more than 20 years 


of service; (4) officers in any grade of 
over 8 years service. 

Following his explanation of how these 
officers would be compensated upon leavy- 
ing the service, Mr. MacNider gave the 
plan of the board to promote those of- 
ficers remaining on active duty after 
: certain periods of service as follows: 
: To First Lieutenant after three years of 
commissioned service, to Captain upon 
completion of 10 years of service, to Ma- 
jor upon completion of 17 years of serv- 
ice, to Lieutenant Colonel upon comple- 
tion of 22 years commissioned service; to 
Colonel upon completion of 28 years com- 
missioned service, and to Brigadier and 
Major General by selection from the 
next lower grade as at present. 

This plan, he stated, with the present 
authorized strength of 10,527 officers, ex- 
clusive of the Medical Department and 
Chaplains, would result in an annual 
s turnover of the 4 per cent deemed neces- 
‘ sary. He stated it would respect the 
rights of both the government and the 
individuals, and would provide a flow of 
promotion no greater than necessary to 
maintain the efficiency and effectiveness 
of the Army. As this system of promo- 





tion would closely approximate the peri- 


ods of pay carried by the Pay Act, there 
would be no appreciable increase in ex- 
pense by the system. Mr. MacNider 
stated, in fact, that there should be a 
decrease due to the fact that high rank- 
ing officers were being replaced by low- 
ranking officers at considerably less pay. 


Gradual Reduction. 

Under the questioning of Mr. Wurz- 
bach it was brought out that no radical 
reduction is expected under the plan, but 
rather a reduction that will be spread out 
over a period of many years, thus grad- 
ually ironing out the hump, and in thirty 
years the normal flow of appointment 
and promotion would be reached. 

Mr. Hill of Alabama brought out the 
fact that the retirement of a colonel and 
consequent promotion down the line 
would bring an approximate increase in 
cost of about $428—that is, the difference 
in pay of a colonel on the active list and 
one on the retired list is almost suffi- 
cient, counting what each officer pro- 
moted already receives, to promote one 
officer all down the line and commission 
a new second lieutenant. Mr. Hill also 
questioned the Assistant Secretary 
closely in regard to a reduction in the 
number of officers, but Mr. MacNider 
contended that with duty with the re- 
serves and so forth no reduction was pos- 
He gave high com- 
mendation to those officers of World 
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War experience now in the active service. 

Mr. Vinson went on record as endors- 
ing the plan to eliminate the “hump.” 

Mr. Wainwright asked if there was a 
similar hump in the Navy, and it devel- 
oped there is the same condition, al- 
though the number affected is only about 
900 officers. Mr. Wainwright stated this 
question might eventually have to be 
taken up jointly. 

Davison Explains Views. 

Assistant Secretary of War for Aero- 
nautics, F. Trubee Davison, after the 
hearings before the House Military Com- 
mittee on retirements and promotion in 
the Army, gave the following exclusive 
statement to a representative of the 
Army and Navy Journal concerning his 
views on the promotion report as affect- 
ing the Air Corps: 

“That the rules for formation of the 
promotion list have worked to the disad- 
vantage of many Air Corps officers is 
generally admitted. The knowledge of 
this new arm and the policies governing 
its development during the war were 
hazy and variable. For various reasons 
many officer candidates for aviation were 
held in ‘training many months before 
being commissioned. There are some 400 
officers now in the Air Corps whose can- 
didate service in excess of three months 
has caused them to be in submerged 
positions on the promotion list. 

“Not only are officers adversely af- 
fected as individuals but the efficiency 
of the Air Corps is affected by the segre- 
gation of many of its junior officers in 
lower parts oi the list, in lieu of the 
more uniform distribution throughout 
the list that should obtain. 

“IT have been particuzarly interested in 
all proposed plans for improving the 
personnel situation in the Air Corps. I 
have inquired particularly into the ef- 
fects of the plans in the Air Corps it- 
self. It must be borne in mind that 
there is an established relation of the 
400 former aviation candidates not only 
to World War officers in other branches 
but also to some 200 other officers in the 
Air Corps. Any change in the position 
of these former candidates necessarily 
affects both relations. 

“Much as I would like to see remedied 
the disadvantage under which these Air 
Corps officers are placed, I am convinced 
that any change in the promotion list 
for their benefit alone could not be made. 
Justice would require that numerous 
other alleged injustices, both in the Air 
Corps and in other branches, be cor- 
yected at the same time. The studies 
presented to you indicate that no satis- 
factory or practicable method of doing 
this has been suggested nor is there any 
promise of ever devising such a method. 

“Among the remedies investigated 
were the following: Crediting some 400 
Air Corps officers with the actual time 
in excess or three months they were in 
training for commissions; crediting 
these same officers with the average 
excess time they were in training; as- 
signing these efficers to running mates 
for promotion. -It was found that any 
of these remedieS would produce violent 
changes with new inequalities and new 
injustices in the Air Corps. None of 
them would be productive of a materially 
improve distribution of Air Corps offi- 
cers on the promotion list. Any of them 
would materially ftmprove the 
deplorable promotion prospects of some 
400 Air Co¥ps officers but none would 
establish a satisfactory\rate of flow of 
promotion. \ 

Promotion Prospexts Poor. 

“Promotion prospects &f junior officers 
of the Air Corps as now’ forecasted are 
deplorable. First lieuterzants who en- 
tered the service during }the war will 
reach the grade of captahy after from 
one to twelve years moré of service. 
These same officers will hopeme majors 
after from 18 to 24 year& of service. 
Officers who are now captains] will spend 
from 4 to 18 more years in th@t grade.

Report on Cruiser Bill. 

In its report accompanying the cruiser 
bill the Naval Affairs Committee calls at- 
tention to the fact that the treaty did 
not limit the total number nor the total 
tonnage of cruisers of 10,000 tons or less, 
and that the proposal advanced by this 
country that the restriction be extended 
to all types was not acceptable to other 
powers. 

In a tabulated statement the relative 
cruiser strength of the five principal pow- 
ers is shown with the United States hav- 
ing a total, built, building and appro- 
priated for, of 15, as against 54 for Great 
Britain and 25 for Japan. Continuing, 
the report says: 

In addition to the British cruiser ton- 
nage enumerated in the foregoing table 
Great Britain has authorized the construc- 
tion of three light cruisers (totaling 26,000 


tons) each year for the next three years,, 


these to be laid down in 1927, 1928, and 
1929. This total additional authorized ton- 
nage is 78,000 tons. 

The present Japanese ministry has fixed 
upon a five-year “replacement” building 
program, which, though not yet formally 
authorized, will probably be adopted by the 
Diet at the coming session. This proposed 
program includes the construction of four 
10,000-ton cruisers. 

The table includes all the effective mod- 
ern combatant cruiser tonnage in the navies 
discussed.

scrapping battleships, partially built, to the 
value of over one-quarter of a billion dol- 
lars. We do not desire to enter into a 
building program that might meet, the same 
fate. It is the opinion of your commit- 
tee, based upon knowledge of responsible 
opinion both at home and abroad, that 
cruisers herein requested would never be 
the subject of scrapping under treaty ar- 
rangements unless navies themselves are 
abolished. They are the type of vessel for 
universal service both in peace and war. 
In peace to cultivate friendly relations; to 
show the flag wherever American interests 
require; and generally to promote the re- 
spect and good will of the world for Amer- 


ica; in war, to do all the multitudinous 
duties of offense and defense in every 
sea that vessels of the cruiser class can 


accomplish more efficiently than any other 
type of warship. 

The cruisers now being built are second 
in offensive and defensive power only to 
the capital ship. They are faster than the 
capital ship and will overtake, under aver- 
age sea conditions. all other types of naval 
and merchant ships. They may give bat- 
tle on equal or advantageous terms to any 
but the canital ship. 

Some of the cruiser duties may 
rrouped under the following general head 
ings:

Battle Between Fleets. 

Other factors being equal the fleet most 
effectively supported by light forces will 
win the day. The greatest menace to the 
submarine is the destroyer; likewise, the 
greatest menace to the destroyer is the 
cruiser. The greatest menace to the cap- 
ital ship, other than the guns of an op- 
posing capital ship, is the torpedo. Pre- 
liminary engagements between light forces, 
probably before the fleet action is joined 
and almost certainly before the main ac- 
tion is decisive, will result in defeat or 
severe damage to the light forces of one 
or both sides. A superiority of cruisers 
will almost certainly decide this result. De- 
stroyers at present constitute our one ele- 
ment of naval superiority, but that su- 
periority vanishes when unsupported by a 
suitable cruiser force to demolish enemy 
opposition and open the way to a decisive 


destroyer attack on the enemy capital 
ships. 

Secrecy is one of the surest aids to 
movements of the fleet and to the accom- 
plishment of its mission. Secrecy on the 
high seas can be maintained only by de- 
nying sight of the fleet to enemy forces. 


We may deny sight of the fleet to enemy 
ships only with ships of sufficient speed 
and offensive power to destroy or drive off 
enemy observing vessels, including aircraft 


carriers. Obtaining information of the 
enemy will be accomplished by this same 
type of vessel. 


Clearing the Sea of Raiders. 


At the beginning of the World War there 
were about 10 German raiders of various 


types at large. It took over 100 British 
vessels, operating for several months, to 
remove those raiders from the sea. Mean- 


while, they exercised a very injurious ef- 
fect on British commerce and on the steady 
and reliable flow of war material to the 
3ritish Isles. These raiders were com- 
paratively weak, unsupported by bases in 
the theater of operations, and unsupported 
by larger vessels of their own navy. You 


can readily visualize what a tremendous in-

fluence the numerous cruisers that might 
be opposed to us in war would have on our 
commerce. There appears to your com- 
mittee no certain way of dealing with such 
a situation except by at least equality in 
numbers of ships, and equality in power 
of individual ships.

The best protection to our own come 
merce is the destruction of enemy raiders.

These vessels are no 
longer available. The battleships have been 
scrapped and the cruisers for the most part 
have so far deteriorated and been out- 
classed by modern cruisers that they would 
not answer the purpose,

Committee Studies Heusing. 

A further effort to learn just what 
the housing situation in the Army is 
today was made by Congressmen W. 
Frank James when he called a meeting 
of the subcommittee on real estate of 
the House Military Affairs Committee, 
of which he is chairman, on Dec. 21. 
The War Department officers called be- 
fore the subcommittee were Major Gen- 
eral B. Frank Cheatham, Quartermaster 
General, Brigadier General Briant H. 
Wells, General Staff, Brigadier Generai 
J. E. Fechet, Assistant Chief of the Ai: 
Corps, Lieutenant Colonel Casey of the 


Quartermaster General's office, and 
others. 
The members of the subcommittee 


questioned General Wells closely as to 
what estimates had been made to the 
Budget Bureau and how these estimaies 
had been handled. It developed tha! 
estimates had been submitted calling for 
the allocation of sums for construction 
at some of the cantonments that are 
now used as permanent posts. From 
these amounts the Budget Bureau had 
taken sums to be allocated for construc- 
tion at certain air fields, for the pur- 
pose, as General Wells explained, of car- 
Trying out provisions of the Air Corps 
Act containing the so-called five-year 
program for the expansion of the Armv 
Air Service. This statement was later 
corroborated by Brigadier General 
Fechet in his remarks. 
Cheatham Explains Program. 

_ General Cheatham gave an explana- 
tion of the manner in which his depart- 
ment carried out the construction pro- 
gram laid out by the department, stat- 
ing that his department had nothing to 
do with the decision as to where con- 
struction should be, but his duty was to 
carry out the program decided upon. 
He called attention to the fact that dur- 
ing the present Congress construction 
in the amount of $7,020,000 had been 
provided for, and that a bill intreduced 
this week calls for another $5,080,000. 
He estimated that approximately $30,- 
000,000 weaid be realized by the War 
Department from the sale of real estate 
and that it would take about 20 years 
to work out the housing program as 
at present contemplated. 

General Fechet making a statement 
for the Air Corps gave an explanation 
of how the funds allocated to the air 
fields are to be handled. He stressed 
the point that while it is recognized 
that all the officers of the Air Corps 
are inadequately housed at this time, it 
was the desire of the corps to allocate 
construction funds in such a manner as 
to best help in building up the corps in 
accordance with the five-year expansion 
program.

Bill on Army Housing Funds New Navy Warrant Officer Pay 


Bills Introdaced in Congress 





SENATOR NORBECK and Representa- 

. tive Royal Johnson, sponsors of 
legislation to adjust the pay of the Com- 
missioned Warrant Officers of the Navy, 
have redrafted the bills introduced by 
them for that purpose at the last session 
of Congress so as to cause them to con- 
form to the views and recommendation 
of the Navy Department. The depart- 
ment, in reporting upon the former bills, 
declared that the Joint Service Pay Act 
seriously discriminated against this 
group of officers, who have no counter- 
parts in any of the services, recognized 
the necessity of increasing their pay, and 
pointed out the methods of doing so 
which would be favored by the depart- 
ment. Representative Johnson trans- 
mitted the substitute bill to Chairman 
Butler of the House Committee on Naval 
Affairs in a letter (accompanied by a 
brief) in which he said that the depart- 
ment put itself on record in the hearings 
had upon the original bills as favoring 
the following: 

Slight increase of pay for the first six 
years of commissioned service; permit- 
ting these officers to count all their serv- 
ice, and establishing a single rate of pay 
(sea pay) for all warrant officers. 

The letter concludes: 

“The new bill has been drafted by me to 
meet the views of the Navy Department; it 
provides only for such increase of pay and 
such means as the department itself has 
repeatedly favored, as the enclosed memo- 
randum will show. 

“In view of the fact that the department 
recognizes the necessity of an increase of 
pay for these officers, the only ones who 
did not share in the much needed increase 
granted to all other members of the Serv- 
ices by the Act of June 10, 1922, and the 
further fact that this bill has been drafted 
in strict conformity with the recorded views 
of the department, it is hoped and requested 
that the committee will give the bill prompt 
consideration.” 

Senator Norbeck will introduce an 
identical substitute bill in the Senate and 
take it up with Chairman Hale imme- 
diately after the holiday recess. 





PAN AMERICAN FLIGHT ON. 

‘HE five Leening Amphibian planes 

of the Army’s Pan-American flight 
which began at San Antonio, Tex., 
shortly before noon on Dec. 21, safely 
completed the first leg of their 20,000 
mile journey around South America and 
spent the night of Dec. 21 on the quiet 
waters of Laguna Madre, 20 miles east 
of Brownsville, Tex., awaiting the next 
hop to Tampico, Mexico, which they ex- 
pected to start on Wednesday morning. 
The 260-mile hop was made in 2 hours 
and 40 minutes, the planes functioning 
perfectly and averaging 90 miies per 
hour.

PANAMA TO AID U. S. IN WAR.

cessfully American soldiers or officers 
unless they have confidence in his sense 
of justice. The Government, above all, 
must show them that it treats them 
justly, according to reasonable standards 
of justice. If they are given the oppor- 
tunity for promotion and for relative 
well being among their fellow men, in 
recognition of their services and sacri- 
fices, and if they are made to feel a sense 
of justice, we can have the finest Army 
on earth. We can not have the best 
Army if we deprive them of these basic 
rights which the Government owes them. 

It is a fact that the American Army 
has never sustained ultimate defeat, but 
it must not be taken for granted that 
such will always be the case. We must 
protect ourselves against defeat by hav- 
ing an efficient army on which we can 
rely to achieve victory. Numbers will 
not be sufficient. If I may compare the 
army to the sword, it is not only the 
weight of the sword but it is the edge 
of the sword that cuts. The edge of the 
sword with an army is morale, or the 
will to win. Contentment, pride, self- 
respect, a high sense of honor, loyalty, 
courage, and unselfish devotion to duty 
ean come only through just such treat- 
ment and the adoption of those methods 
that put into men’s hearts the love of 
service and the desire to wear the coun- 
try’s uniform and to sustain the honor 
of its flag. 

From what I have said, it must be seen 


that the military profession requires a 


very high type of men for officers. Such 
men can not be secured for a wage. They 
are not hirelings. Theirs is not a job but 
a career and a life-work of development 
Not only must we 
get men of high character for the per- 
formance of military duty, but we must 
realize that in war the officers are en- 
trusted with the lives of great numbers 
of their fellow citizens. It depends upon 
the officers whether men are used skill-

their acts rest victory or defeat and the 
very fate of the Nation. From the offi- 
cers there must be produced supermen. 


| You must find the Grants and Pershings 
| among them. 


You must therefore draw 
the officers from the class of people in 
our country who can furnish such leaders 
Naturally, we can 
not attract men to the profession of arms 
after they have attained a_ stabilized 
place in life. We must secure them when 


| they are young and then develop them. 


We must not only induce them to enter 
the service, but we must induce them 
to stay. 

Army Men Ambitions. 

There is no greater extravagance than 
to educate for the Army fine young men 
of upstanding character and good minds, 
and then have them face a hopeless fu- 
ture and quit. They are ambitious and 
under existing conditions their ambitions 
can not be realized. They have a sense 
of justice and their sense of justice is 
outraged. They become discouraged and 
unhappy. They can not put their heart 
in their work and they want to quit. 
We have no moral right to keep them in 
the Army because we must recognize the 
justice of their views. 

To have a contented and efficient army, 
therefore, we must have an army that 
will offer inducements for the best class 
of young men to become officers and for 
a class of men of fine character to be- 
come soldiers. The fact that the army is 
small makes it all the more incumbent 
to make it of maximum efficiency. We 
must have men satisfied, eager, and in- 
terested. They must know that every 
one has the possibility of attaining, with 
proper service and efficiency, the high- 
est place in his profession, just as every 
citizen has a right to look forward to 
advancement in his business or profes- 
sion. Such a system is far more im- 
portant than the cost of maintaining it 
Indeed, I repeat, to maintain an unhappy 
army with low morale would be the 
greatest extravagance in which the Gov- 
ernment could indulge. 

The present condition is leading to a 





very unfortunate situation. It has been 
explained to you and will be further ex- 
plained in detail that we have a large 
number of officers, who are representa- 
tive American citizens and who have 
come from the mass of the people. Most 
of them have worked their way up in 
life. They have demonstrated, by their 
service in a great war, their ability to be 
officers and they have deserved at the 
hands of the Government considerate 
and just treatment. They see, however, 
that before them is a hopeless future. 
The great majority must remain in 
grades not commensurate with their 
duties, their age, or their length of serv- 
ice. They will do what every man does 
under such circumstances—they will 
stagnate. They see themselves con- 
fronted by the problem of living. Every 
man in this country has a right to aspire 
to improve his scale of living and be- 
cause he finds himself initially in one 
seale of living he is not deprived of the 
right to seek a higher scale of living. It 
is one of the blessings of our free Gov- 
ernment. Every man in this room has 
aspired to and no doubt has attained a 
better place in-life, and Army officers are 
like the rest of the people. 


It is not just to say to them “ You 
ought to do your own housework, to 
live in a shack and suffer inconvenience.” 
They believe that, in serving our Gov- 
ernment in the capacity pertaining to 
them, they oecupy a peculiar position, 
one that merits such treatment as will 
enable them to take their place on a 
seale of living commensurate with their 
importance to the Government and to 
the community. I believe that, as much 
as any man in the room, I can speak 
for the people of this country. I have 
been in very close contact with them 
over a very considerable part of it in the 
last few years, and I believe the people 
thoroughly indorse what I say. They 
expect the Army to be taken care of by 
the Government in a way that is com- 
mensurate with the importance of this 
great country. They expect their officers 
to be given, by the Government, a scale 
of living that will enable them to have 
self-respect and to be respected by their 
associates, and that will give the country 
and the people a sense of pride in them 
as their protectors in war and as the 
men who must prepare this country for 
war and lead it in battle. 

Left Handed Economy. 

Economy that does not produce effi- 
ciency is extravagance. As I understand 
this proposed measure, it does not con- 
template any appalling outlay of funds. 
It does contemplate a readjustment of an 
unfortunate situation that resulted from 
war and that is a part of the expenses 
of the war, just as much as the shipyards 
or ships or airplanes, or any other ele- 
ment of defense has been a part of the 
expense of war. 

The adjustment is simple. It would 
appeal to the people, I believe, if sub- 
mitted to them. It will establish a sys- 
tem of relative positions among officers 
that will give to them a status command- 
ing the respect of their men, their as- 
sociates, and the people. It will give 
them an improved scale of living, with- 
out which we can not expect to retain 
in the Army many of the very best 
young officers. It will put the edge on 
the sword to which the Army may be 
compared. If this is not done, we can 
only take a very gloomy view of the fu- 
ture of the military profession in this 
country. 

I saw something of what we shall real- 
ize when I came into the Army. I re- 
ported to a lieutenant commanding a 
company. He had been a first lieutenant 
since before I was born, and I was then 
25 years old. He was one of the most 
gallant, accomplished, spirited soldiers 
that we have ever had. His name lives 
in our history and no American can read 
of his life or of his a plish ts 
without a thrill of pride in belonging to 
his race and his country. I saw him fall 
on the walls of Peking, a few years after 
he became a captain. He gave his life te 
the country, a life of service and devotion 
beyond measure, when our Government 
was compelled by force of arms to main- 
tain its honer and to save the lives of 
our people. I do not know of anything 
that this country ever did to say “Thank

you;” to say “Well done, Reilly;” or to 
say “We are sorry that we never gave 
you justice while you lived or that we 
ignored your memory after you died.” 
At the same time, I saw many grow old 
in junior grade; and end their careers in 
discourageemnt and regret. 

Soldiers know these things. You can 
take the heart out of them or you ean 
put the heart into them. 

I believe the time to act is now. The 
sooner relief can be given the better it 
will be for the service and for the reten- 
tion in it of the high class of men whom 
we now have. We must house them de- 
cently, promote them equitably, and give 
them such a pay status, with promotion, 
as will enable them to live normally and 
give their time and their thoughts to 
their profession. They are salaried men 
with no outside sources of revenue. The 
officer who would attempt to devote his 
time to outside, selfish interests would 
forfeit his standing among his fellows. 
Moreover, his commanding officer would 
not allow such a practice. The Army 
exacts all that an officer can give in 
peace and it may take his life in war. 
The Government should recognize it as 
being different from anything else and 
give it a status in accordance with its 
mission, with what it has done in the his- 
tory of our country, is doing today, and 
may have to do again in spite of al! our 
efforts to avoid it.

purpose of discussing the Causes and 
Prevention of War, another group, com- 
prising the best known club presidents in 
Washington, D. C., have just set in mo- 
tion plans for the possible cooperation 
with the National Memorial Foundation 
to assist the soldier, sailor and marine 
who has been honorably discharged from 
the Service, but who, from some injury 
or misfortune, is in need of temporary 
aid. 

There are many such cases whose 
needs have not been fully met by the ex- 
isting societies nor by the government. 
The wonderful work of the Red Cross, 
concerned largely with emergencies, is 
unable to cover all individual cases, yet 
it spent over $3,000,000 last year alone 
for its hospital work. The American Le- 
gion is interested only with veterans of 
the World War, the Army Relief with 
the widows and orphans of the Regular 
Army, so there is genuine need for such 
a philanthrophy as the National Memo- 
rial Foundation. Realizing this, Mrs. 
James Brattle Burbank, wife of Brig. 
Gen. Burbank, U. S. A., retired, a woman 
of much executive experience and one of 
the founders of the Army Relief Society, 
which has in its quiet way brought com- 
fort to so many, incorporated the Na- 
tional Memorial Foundation in 1923 

The Foundation is not a building of 
stone and brick as its name implies, but 
a “Living Memorial of Service” as a re- 
turn for service rendered. Its keynote 
is that not alone in monuments of stone

the memory of our dead, but also by 
siceds of mercy to those for whom the 
dead can no longer care. The object of 
this society is to maintain a central head- 
quarters which can be used as a sort of

Congress Did Not Wish Marines 
Merry Christmas 60 Years Ago 


(CHRISTMAS time sixty years ago was 

a somewhat anxious period for the 
gallant United States Marines, who have 
fought on sea and land wherever the 
American flag has floated, for a bill 
was up in Congress to “kill the Corps.” 

The situation referred to, which the 
present active officers of the Marine 
Corps, are probably unfamiliar with, may 
be of interest at this time, and the fol- 
lowing from the Army and Navy Jour- 
nal of 60 years ago, will be of interest: 


The Marine Corps is just, now oddly 
enough, the subject of two entirely differ- 
ent theories of legislation in Congress. Of 
these, one proposes to kill the corps, the 
other to make it more vital and vigorous 
than ever. What the fate of the patient 
will be under these opposite practices, it is 
hard to predict. In the Senate, it has been 
proposed to raise the commandant of the 
Marine Corps to the rank and pay of a 
brigadier general—a plan which perhaps 
would alter other advancements in grades 
below. 

In the House, on the contrary, it is pro- 
posed to abolish the corps altogether, 
or else to attach it to the Army as an 
infantry brigade or battalion. We have 
grounds for believing that the former plan 
emanates from the Navy Department, and 
hence may be taken as a sign that the De- 
partment is not disposed to disband the 
corps. The latter plan is thus far a mere 
resolution of inquiry, offered by Mr. Bald- 
win, and has not passed under discussion. 

While we desire to avoid judgment in 
advance upon this last proposal, we may 
be allowed to say that ne sufficient reasons 
for its adoption have yet been made public. 
On the contrary, the past record of the 
corps, as well as its present usefulness, 
“pleads trumpet tongued” against this Con- 
gressional “taking-off.” 

Surely, then there is nothing in the 
proud history of the corps which merits 
either its abolition or the uniform custom 
As 


guards and police in naval service, they 
are too well known to require restatement. 
If neither the value of these services, nor 


| the historic exploits of the corps, can save 


it from annihilation, the lesser question of 
acknowledging its past services by promo- 
tions is of course at an end. 

But should the corps be preserved in ex- 
istence the least that can be done for its 
members is such an advancement as Mr. 
Grimes’ bill proposes. The commandant of 
the corps has many hundred men under 
him, and not only in numbers but in the 
wide distribution of his command, his re- 
sponsibility is quite equal to that of a 
brigadier general in the Army. The chiefs 
of certain bureaus, too, properly have the 
rank and pay of commodore, which is 


| equivalent to that of. bridgadier general. 


Regarding the commandant merely as the 
head of the bureau, he should seem  en- 
titled therefore, to such rank and pay. And, 
in fact, his duties are much more various. 
It is a marked fact that, in this day of 
brevets and promotions, not a single officer 
of the Marine Corps has ever received such 
a reward for faithful services.

Christmas Eve 1914-26

HRISTMAS Eve, 1914! America at 

peace! The rest of the world at war. 
The United States prospering, its people 
content; its Army and Navy insignifi- 
cantly small and ineffective compared 
with those of the combatant nations— 
but three thousand miles of water be- 
tween war-torn Europe and _ peaceful, 
properous America. The United States 
was safe; a spectator of the titanic strug- 
gle, busy making munitions and arms 
for the battling nations, sending food 
and material to the struggling, so oc- 
cupied making money that the Army and 
the Navy remained small, and almost 
impotent through no fault of military 
and naval leaders. In peace “business” is 
paramount; the nation’s defense, like re- 
ligion, is based on faith more than on 
conditions of actuality. Christmas, 1914! 
The Allied powers, world proud, power- 
ful, falling. back before the prepared, 
the well-trained armies of the Teuton. 

Christmas 1914, 1915, 1916, 1917! 
Death was the Christmas gift to hun- 
dreds of thousands of homes in England: 
in France; in Italy; in every part of the 
world, even in 1917, in America. Hay, 
Enright, and Gresham, of the First 
American division, were dead at Bathle- 
mont-les-Bauzemont, near Luneville, in 
the Meurthe et Moselle on Christmas 
Day, 1917. America’s first war dead. 
America, unprepared, was at war. Its 
physically fittest, the flower of its man- 
hood, thad joined the Allied countries in 
combat against the Hun. 

Nation’s Fate in Balance. 

The less fit, physically, had to remain 
at home to make munitions of war; to 
raise foodstuffs for the men at arms. 
Great nations were starving as they bat- 
tled. Everyone was affected. There 
were no non-combatants, actually. Every 
man, every woman, every child, regard- 
less of race, color, creed, riches or pov- 
erty, was affected personally, through 
Government regulations governing ra- 
tions, through work, or through a loved 
one putting up the fight that their homes 
might remain theirs; that their venerable 
and cherished institutions be unchanged; 
that their glorious customs and traditions 
be maintained; that their very nation be 
saved to them. 

Christmas, 1918! America, after the 
Armistice, was counting its war dead by 
the thousands, its maimed and infirm by 
the thousands, its war debts by the 
billions—yet small in men and money 
was our debt compared to the rest of 
the world that had battled for four 
weary years. 1918 was a sad Christmas, 
like 1914, 1915, 1916, 1917, yet the war 
was over, thus bringing some gladness. 

Adequate Defense Became Popular. 

America with England, with France, 
with Italy, with all the world, said such 
a price would never be paid again in 
blood, in life, in property, in money. War 
was economically bad for the victor and 
the vanquished. The American Army 
would be strengthened, modernized, well 
housed, well paid, well fed, trained to 
maneuver in large bodies. The Navy 
would have more battleships, more sub- 
marines, more light cruisers, more de- 
stroyers, more aeroplanes and carriers; 
the Marines would not lose in size and 
their glory would never be dimmed. 

The United States passed the National 
Defense Act of 1920, putting into prac- 
tice the lessons of the World War. The 
nation was grateful to its defenders. 
Those men offered their lives for their 
country and must be recompensed. Amer- 
ica had learned the old story of the value 
of an ounce of prevention. Publicists 
and pulpiteers agreed and proclaimed 
that never again would America be 
caught unprepared for its own defense; 
a nation, like an individual, is not chal- 
lenged by one who is not better pre- 
pared for combat without disastrous re- 
sults to the challenger. America having 
found its place in the Sun through the 
power of its armed forces would never 
forget the gallant men at arms; would 
never let the nation be unprepared. 

Christmas, 1926! America’s war re- 
serves are impaired; depreciated; its war- 
time stock depleted; its soldiers paid 
seventy cents a day and housed under con- 
ditions worse than those on poor South- 
ern farms; the Army so reduced by scant 
appropriations that it is being trained 
only in the most elementary matters, re-

1925, shall be forfeited upon failure to 
report for inspection. 


A copy of the resolution urging the 
universal draft which was adopted at the 
eighth national convention of the Ameri- 
can Legion at Philadelphia, has been sent 
to the Hon. John M. Morin, chairman of 
the House Military Affairs Committee. 





An amendment to the Act entitled “An 
Act to authorize the conservation, pro- 
duction and exploitation of helium gas, 
a mineral resource pertaining to the na- 
tional defense, and to the development 
of commercial aeronautics, and for other 
purposes,” was introduced into the 
House by Representative Frothingham, 
of Massachusetts. Mr. Frothingham ex- 
plained that the purpose of his measure 
(H. R. 15344) is to provide for the trans- 
fer of the jurisdiction over helium gas 
from the Secretary of the Interior to the 
Secretary of Commerce.

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Secretary Davis Submits Bill 
For Industrial Preparedness 





THE Secretary of War, Mr. Dwight F. 
Davis, has submitted to the Commit- 
tee on Military Affairs the draft of an 
amendment to the National Defense Act, 
approved June 3, 1916, which will au- 
thorize the Secretary of War to place ed- 
ucational orders for war materials with 
various industrial concerns throughout 
the country so that in the event of an 
emergency they will be acquainted with 
the manufacture of the various machines 


needed in the successful prosecution of 


war. 

The Secretary states in his letter ac- 
companying the draft that this legisla- 
tion is desired to further industrial pre- 
paredness for war. In the consideration 
of industrial preparedness he points out 
that modern war is a war of machines 
and requires these machines in numbers 
heretofore undreamed of. 

The capacity of Government arsenals 
for the manufacture of these machines 
is small compared with the number re- 
quired, and the industry of the country 
must make up this deficiency. 

Modern industry is not familiar in time 
of peace with munitions manufacture. 
Without this familiarity valuable time is 
lost when an emergency arises. The 
placing of these orders will unquestion- 
ibly add to national preparedness. This 
legislation has been discussed with the 
Director of the Budget and its submis- 
sion is favored by him. 


NEW BOAT FOR GOVERNORS I. 
FFICERS and men stationed on Gov- 
ernors Island, New York, and their 
families will be pleased to learn that they 
will probably be traveling to and from 
the island and New York City on a fine 
new up-to-date steel ferrybeat by next 
summer. The Transport Division of the 
Quartermaster Corps will soon open bids 
for the new craft, and no time will be 
lost in her construction after the contract 
is let. 

The present ferryboat cannot be 
classed as seaworthy even for the small 
trip between the island and the city, for 
she has such a low freeboard that not 
only do ordinary seas sweep over the 
low bow and break into the main deck 
cabins, but even the swells from passing 
steamers come aboard. Many officers 
now performing duty away from Gov- 
ernors Island will well remember the 
tender and unseaworthy craft they used 
to travel on. The new boat will be of 
steel throughout, even to the cabins, and 
every possible precaution in her construc- 
tion will be taken against fire. The plans 
are progressive and all in line with mod- 
ern practice. 

The vessel, which is a double ended 
ferryboat, is to have two driveways over 
a center casing, each 10 feet wide. The 
center casing is four feet six inches wide 
and the remainder of the space between 
driveways wil] be occupied by passenger 
space. There is also further passenger 
space above the superstructure deck 
known as the upper deck, while above 
this again is the shade deck, stack, pilot 
houses and boats. 

The length over-all of the hull is 132 
feet and the extreme breadth is 46 feet, 
the depth of hull at center amidships is 
14 feet 11 inches. The power is 500 steam 
horsepower. The hull is divided into four 
watertight bulkheads. There is a center 
machinery compartment and necessary 
fuel oil tanks, ete. The ends of the ship 
are of a clipper type, and the rudders 
are of center-balanced type. The boat 
will be equipped with Diesel engines.
